Sols  \{Mv  Record 
Despite  the  disturbing  presence  of 
the  8Vi  month  copper  strike  (July  15, 
1967-March  31,  1968)  in  the  Montana 
economy  during  Fiscal  Year  1968,  a 
new  record  was  set  in  the  amount  of 
insured  wages  paid  to  Montana  work- 
ers. The  $12.3  million  wage  gain  from 
Fiscal  1967  to  Fiscal  1968  brought  the 
total  wages  paid  to  workers  insured 
under  Montana's  Unemploj'ment  Com- 
pensation Law  to  a  record  breaking 
$645,745,589.  Five  of  the  seven  major 
industry  groups  had  higher  wage 
totals  this  fiscal  year  than  last.  Wage 
losses  in  mining  and  manufacturing 
from  Fiscal  1967  to  Fiscal  1968  are  tied 
directly  to  the  lengthy  copper  strike. 
Biggest  Gain  in  Construction  Payrolls 
Wages  in  construction,  up  $14  mil- 
lion to  a  total  of  $94.5  million,  was  the 
largest  single  wage  gain  for  any  in- 
dustry during  Fiscal  1968.  A  good  por- 
tion of  this  over-the-year  wage  gain 
can  be  attributed  to  increased  activity 
at  Libby  Dam  projects,  highway  work, 
and  other  heavy  building.  Wages  paid 
to  trade   industry   workers   increased 


by  $0  million  during  Fiscal  1908  to  a 
total  of  $201.4  million.  Trade  kept  the 
number  one  spot  both  in  the  amount 
of  insured  wages  paid  and  in  the  num- 
ber of  workers  employed.  The  44,911 
wage  earners  on  trade  payrolls  during 
Fiscal  1968  was  up  552  from  Fiscal 
1967.  Wages  paid  to  workers  in  the 
Transportation,  Communications,  and 
Utilities  group  was  up  $4.8  million  to 
a  total  of  $70.9  million.  The  Service 
Indu.stries  paid  wages  of  $61.7  million, 
up  $4.6  million  from  Fiscal  1967.  A  $2.4 
million  wage  increase  in  the  Finance, 
Insurance,  and  Real  Estate  group 
brought  the  Fiscal  1968  wage  total 
to  $39   million. 

Copper  Strike  Affected  Mining 
and  Manufacturing 

Eight  and  a  half  months  of  strike- 
caused  idleness  for  metal  mining  and 
smelter  workers  during  Fiscal  1968  is 
reflected  in  the  $22.5  million  wage  loss 
in  mining  and  manufacturing  indus- 
tries from  Fiscal  1967  wage  totals  for 
these  two  industries.  The  wage  loss  in 
the  mining  group  was  slightly  over 
$17. 5  million.  Wage  totals  in  manu- 
facturing dropped   by  $5  million.
